AYhat has been passing 
lately in tho Balkan proviiiceK leads ms to 
coiijeciuro what Australia might experience 
nt Uip bniuU of any gTe«t'pow« ftoxiout to 
orttablisb a foothold in the Pacific." In 
fuet, he had no ronfi'leiica in the ability of 
tho Australians to protoet tbeinfielves. un- 
aided bv EiiKlaiid. f''"'" forei^jn HHt;r(!HBioii. 
' On the 'other baud, it could not but Ixi oi- 
tremely unweloonie for Grout Biitsin to 
contemplate any riak of loning hor group of 
colonies in tho Pacific, in which whe had 
many intereslH at stakf, and those not 
merely commercial. The governor jueti- 
fled his uttered warnings by poiatiiig to 
the noHitioD of Prance and Germany in thu 
Paoillo, and though he trusted that attack 
on AuRtralia was a remote contingency, he 
still litld it to bo possible, and the only 
nefeguard to lie union with Groat Britain.

Mgxico by some scieiitiits ia thcui^ht 
to be richer in precious motals than any 
other earthly region. Its yold districts, 
which are soattered'all through the coun- 
try, if properly worked, would alone yield 
aufHcieiit woalth to drive pauperism from 
a land where at prcHent more than half 
the people groan beneath its bondaj,ro. 
But when viewed beside the ailvor, the 
gold deposits are hardly worthy of ineti- 
tion, Id b ccmpreheDsiva article on this 
subject the Two RepublicB,a journal pub- 
lished ia tho city of Mexico, declares that 
the fact was long ago eatablished that a 
metalliferous vein runs without one break 
through the entire length of ilio niourituin 
range, whi-jh extends from the Senia 
Madre in Sonera to the frontier of Quato- 
mala, a total diatanoe of nearly two thous- 
and miles. Since the time of its discovery 
the mineral which has been taken fi'otn 
this exhaust.loas vein could not bo worth 
less than four billion dollars, and by a 
law that never fails wo know that about 
ninety-nitie per cent, yet remains undis- 
turbed. This ia very nice readiug, and 
very intereating information for tho Mexi- 
cans to send us.

owner for minding his neighbors' business 
to the serious detriment of both his own 
and his neighbors. Ten dollars ia f^iven 
by one party for the duiectinn of the 
painter, and ten mora by another for 
anyone who will paint the owner^whito. 
Fifty more dollars are offered by the owner 
of the animal to oatolt the dauber "red- 
handed." It would do more good. In onr 
opinion, in oats and hay for the animal's 
wiuter feed.

Grow Youuff AKaln at Their 
Annual I>lnner./ 

The anndal dinner of the B. 0. Pioneer 
Society was held at the Clarence lest 
night. The fair name which this well- 
known hostelry has built up for itself dur- 
ing its brief existence is a sufficient index 
of the fact that the table was unrivalled, 
and that the supply of solids and liquids 
was all that could bo doairod. Tho courses 
were nicely served, and all the appoint- 
ments were in the best taste. 

Behind, the. president hang the Society's 
banner whibh showed that it was 
organized in 1871, while draped in front 
of It the national colors floated, decorated 
with holly. In close proximity were plac- 
ed the ininiature flags of Canada and the 
United SuUea emblematical of tho friend- 
ship which exists between the sister coun- 
tries. Photographs of the members of 
the society in handsome frames, were sus- 
pondod from the wall, while a torn and 
battered Union Jack was the prin- 
cipal feature at the opposite end of tho 
room. The chandeliera and pillars wore 
shrouded ia a mass of ivy and native 
autumn berries which glistened in the 
gaslight, and lent additional 'li^ht and 
color to the beautiful scene. Mine hast 
of the Clarence has every reason to feel 
proud of the result of his labors and the 
[iiagniticent showing he made was the 
subjuct of uenural remark. 

Ttio spnuioua dining room was well filled 
with our pioneers, but one could uul help 
loolting regretfully over the sea of faces 
for some familiar figure now gathered un- 
to his fathers. The pioneers are fast 
going from aniongat ub, but their memory 
will always bo kept green. 1'ho men of '58 
and subsequent years, the pioneers of 
British Columbia, deserve well of their 
successors in this pleasant land, for to 
their efforts much of the prosperity which 
has attended the colony is due. Those 
who remain are worthy of all respect, and 
it. would aeeni lust night as if their hearts 
wire as young as in tho days of il t when 
they tirst set foot in this then unknown 
Und. Their ooantenanoes could nut have 
been mora genial, their laugh more 
hearty, and their enjoyment of 
the good things of life keener. 
The genial president of tho society, Mr. 
W. DlcNitl', occupied the chair in hia usual 
able style and was aupported on his right 
and left respectively by the Hun. \V. 
Siaithe, Mayor Fell, F. J. Barnard, M. 
P., and U. S. Consul Stevens, M. W. T. 
Dralte, Esq., and J. Kuriz, Esq. Vice- 
president Johnson and Mr. W.O. Siffken, 
secretary, presided very ably in the vice- 
ohaira, while the different officers of the 
society were untiring in their efforts to 
make the eveuiut; one of unalloyed en- 
joyment, Haynes' band favored the 
company with some of its most pleasing 
airs throughout the evening and after 
each toait Some sixty gentlemen did 
ample justice to the cuiiine, which one old 
gentlemac remarked was "'away ahead of 
the hard-taclc and bacon and beans we 
used to grow fat on in Cariboo in tho gold 
daya." The president then asked the

On these ho and several 
others have been working away up to last 
year, rrben .« most successful sale (wm 
made to a company of San Francisco 
capitalists, "Sage" left on the Elder 
yeatjrday for San Francisco with a hand- 
some sum. Uu reports ihtf placer miners 
generally to have made money during the 
last season in Silver Bow basin. He has 
no doubt but that Alaska is on the high 
road to dovolopinent, and that in a few 
years Douglas Island alone will have 1,000 
stamps crushing the inexhaustible quarry 
of gold-bearing rock that is there found. 

A MAUNIFICKNT PROrSRlY. 

Anothej paaaonger by the Idaho was 
Mr. J. A. Johnson, manager of the 
Johnson Milling and Mining com- 
pany, who bought from J. D. Ksge- 
miller, W. T. Culeman and ftl. E. Dunn 
their interests in the different ledges uear 
the Silver Bow Basin. To a represent- 
ative of The CoUinial, Mr. Johnaoii said 
that tho properly they had secured was 
one of grout riclineaa and practically inoi- 
hauatible tor generations to cnnio. He 
arrived in Juneau in June [net, purchased 
tho locations, located a water power and 
mill site, and hss almost completed a road 
from the beach at Juneau tethe mill site. 
A 20-tou stamp mill with rock breakers, 
ooncentrators, eto , was orictod, and the 
day Mr. Johnson loft the mill coinmonced 
to work. The water power secured is 
perpetual, the creek rising in the glaciers 
which surround Silver Bow Basin, and 
falling in cascades a depth of 200 feet in 
a like distance, giving at extreme low 
water in winter over OPO horse power. 
The water ia brought by nieaiis of a flumo 
to a point where it will fall a diatancc3 of 
160 feet down a pipo to a turbiiio wheel, 
which furniahos power by cable wire back 
to the mill site above. Besides this ad- 
vantage the company's road runs through 
500 acres of spruce and hemlock timber. 
The mill ia so situated that it possesses 
the only water power that will run con- 
stantly, and tho company thus control a 
miueral belt ono mile wide and three 
miles long, contiining one hundred and 
three ledges, which .cut a mountain rang- 
ing from 'J, 000 to ;J,000 feet in height. 

In his report to liie company the man- 
ager tt'ites as followu: — 

" I he mines included in thia purchase 
lie in a group on tho eastern aide of tho 
mountain, which forms the western rim 
of Silver Bow Basin, distant in a direct 
line about two miles from tide-water in 
Gaatinesux chaunul, and from the steam- 
ship landing by the wagon road two and 
a quarter niilea. These mines are known 
as tho Lott t, tho Capitol, tho Takou Gold 
and Silver, the Takou Union, the Key- 
stone,the'Juneau,the CrownPoint,thegold 
Hill, the Grand Review, the Keep Oool, 
Jewel, and the Golden Fleece; with per- 
haps a dozan inturvuniiig ledges inclosed 
within the lines of the several claims and 
held by them, which are not named. In 
superficial area these twelve claims may 
be regarded as a parallelogram 3000 feet 
wide and 3600 feet long, being about 340 
acres of ijuartz mines of untold value. 
The minors opened a largo number of 
these mines, and tliey all proved to bo of 
good size and high grade ore. Tho Lotta 
and Capitol, the tlrat in order, are on the 
same ledge, which is nine foot wide. The 
Takou Gold and Silver and the Takou 
Union are parts of one ledge, whioh is IC 
feet wide. The other ledges vary from 
three lo live feet in width, and carry very 
superior ore. These ledges all cut a moun- 
tain from top to bottom, varying from 1,- 
800 to 3,000 feet high. I have had the 
ore milled from the large ledge, called the 
Takou Gold and Silver and the Takou 
Union, and it ranges in value from §23.- 
84, $48 65, to 8(>.5 :(.■) in free gold, while 
the sulphurots are worth about $400 a 
ton. Over COO tons of ore have been 
taken out, and are now ready for the mill, 
and a day and night shift were at work in 
the mines when I left there August 7th. 
I suppose that not leea than 1'2,000 tons 
of this oro have been uncovered in ledgoa 
and are now in sight; and if the ore were 
worth but $10 a ton net profit, it would 
amount to the handsome sum of ono hun- 
dred and twenty thousand dollars. In 
the judgment of good practical miners, 
who are familiar with many of the great 
mineral belts of tho country, these twelve 
lodges are exceedingly valuable, tho larger 
one alone being estimated to be worth 
from five to eight million dollars. It will 
be rembered that these veins of ore all 
lie in a mountain, running from top to 
bottom; and so it is not neoeasary to have 
hoisting works to raiao the ore, or expen- 
sive pumpa to k'jep thu mines from tilling 
up with water. It will take ten years 
simply to open up and fairly explore these 
ledges, and our groat-grand-ohildren will 
be still working on ore above the level of 
tho mill, if they are wise enongh to bold 
on to the inheritance we shall leave 
them."
